is, like others of its kind, difficult for an outsider to p?.ss 
judgment on. There is one fact about such trouble, however, 
which readily occurs to distinguished observers, and which 
might be supposed to occur to many of the people within the 
ranks of the Ku Klux Klan. 


This fact is that, wherever the Klan grows particularly ac- 


tive, there seems to be an increase of suspicions, bitterness, 
hatred and other ugly passions, and that the ill-feeling en- 
gendered is likely to break out in violence and crime. 


This may be a more important consideration than the mere 


fixing of the immediate responsibility for an overt act of vio- 
lence.
